Two were 
at th at time in jail.

were quickly m arketed with various 
dealers, or hidden in a 
deserteu 
b arn on Palatine road, 
between 
Wilke and Rohlwing roads, it was 
later discovered, tnen sold, and it 
w as hard to get 
‘‘the g K id s" 
on 
them. 
Finally, Edwin Huber, a 
cattle 
dealer at 
Algonquin and 
Wilke 
roads, identified the miscreants by 
m eans of two checks he had given 
for calves purchased. 
One 
check 
w as for 
S75 for eight calves, an ­ 
other for $20. 
Previously, he had 
paid $27.50 in cash, not knowing 
but w hat the deal was all right. The 
nay before the eight calves were 
sold, Price was at Huber's trying 
10 make a dicker. The compromise 
figure of $75 was finally agreed up­ 
on.

Dedicatory exercises for the m ag­ 
nificent, new building of the Con­ 
gregational church of DesPlaines 
will commence next Sunday, Nov. 3 
and will be concluded Sunday, Nov. 
IO. 
For a sightly effect, the church is 
well set back on a large lot at the 
corner of Graceland avenue and 
Marion stieet. 
The main section 
is of Gothic type, which with the 
chapel and community house sec­ 
tions are joined and designed in 
harmony. 
Buildings, 
furnishings 
and 
grounds will have cost approxim­ 
ately $290,000. 
The main auditorium, seating 450 
downstairs in the nave; and with 
the balcony, auxiliary chapel, trans- 
cept and choir, 800, is after the 
style of tire medieval gothic cath­ 
edrals with gothic arches and pil­ 
lars running along the two sides, 
windows above, a circular, enclos­ 
ed pulpit ai the right of the audi­ 
ence, and chancel in which the 
choir will sit on each side facing 
each other; the entire ensemble 
lending itself to a formal type of 
worship if desired. 
The great or­ 
gan is at the side of the choir to 
the right of the congregation, and 
the console and choir room to the 
left. 
A high wainscoting of dark 
wood to match the pews lines the 
chancel. The lighting stained glass 
windows and noiseless composition 
floor covering are in quiet, refined 
harmony. 
A chapel, containing the pipe or­ 
gan from the old church is arran g ­ 
ed for minor meetings, or can be 
opened up to supplement the main 
auditorium. 
The intermediate structure also 
contains corridors, a large ami elab­ 
orately equipped kitchen handy to 
the recreation rooms, and church 
offices. 
Next north in the third division 
is a combination large dining room, 
gymnasium and theater, which is 
equipped with a stage and a fire­ 
proof booth for moving picture m a­ 
chines. 
Upstairs are the attractive and 
elaborate Sunday school rooms and 
the ladies’ parlor. A special men’s 
room is provided over the pastor’s 
office. 
In the basement are show­ 
ers and boy and girl scout rooms of 
large size with fireplaces and home­ 
like. 
Mr. I. K. Pond of Pond and Pond 
architects, is the designer of the 
building, which is practically fire­ 
proof.
